Blind Preacher W an ts State to End 


H is Misery. 
Thorntown. 
Ind ., 
Dec. 
1ft.—Word 
comes from Battle Creek. Mich., that 
Thomas McKinsey Messer, a blind 
minister, formerly of this place, has 
appealed to the gov ernors of all the 
states where the electric chair is in 
u se to grant him the u se of this legal 
instru ment of d eath as a means of re­ 
lease from what he consid ers a liv ing 
d eath. 
Messer has been blind from 
birth, and now' fears that he is losing 
his v oice, which will prev ent him from 
earning a liv ing by singing in the 
streets. 
He say s that he has consid ­ 
ered taking his own life, bu t believ es 
it is wrong. 
“Society 
has 
cond emned 
me 
to 
d eath, and I believ e that the sentence 
shou ld be carried ou t as speed ily and 
painlessly as possible,” he say s. 
“I 
wou ld rather end all than become a 
state charge in a state almshou se.” 
Mr. Messer was ed u cated in the In­ 
d iana state school for the blind , and 
became a 
pastor in 
the Disciples 
chu rch. 
His parents liv ed here and 
were well respected . 
He is one of 
three blind child ren born to his par­ 
ents. 
He was married in the early 
eighties to Miss Rosy Gibson, who 
liv ed in this commu nity . 
A son and I 
d au ghter were born to them. 
Mr. 
Messer was a pastor at P’lizav ille be­ 
fore being called to the Christian 
chu rch here. 
Mr. and Mrs. Messer 
and child ren left here in the spring of 
18 98 to go to Battle Creek.

El Paso. Tex ., Dec. 16.—Americans 
here are citing as ev id ence of proof of 
the manner in which the Mex ican gov ­ 
ernment su ppresses the news of fight­ 
ing in that cou ntry , the report of Con­ 
su l T. D. Ed ward s at Ju arez. Mex ico, 
to the state d epartment at Washing­ 
ton. 
The first reports of the bat­ 
tle of Cerro Prieto came from Mex ican 
official sou rces and reported fou rteen 
sold iers d ead and six ty rebels killed 
and as many wou nd ed . 
It w’as hailed 
as a great Mex ican v ictory . 
Then 
came stories, 
absolu tely 
confirmed , 
that a big part of the insu rrectos d ead 
were shot d own after they had su rren­ 
d ered or had been taken priosners. 
and still later that the battle was a 
complete insu rrecto v ictory in so far 
as the loss of men is concerned . 
Consu l Ed ward s has wired to the 
state d epartment and d eclared that his 
information is absolu tely reliable that { ^ 
15 0 Mex ican regu lars met d eath in the j* 
battle while the slaty insu rgents w'ere 
being killed . 
Mr. Ed ward s refu ses to 
giv e the sou rce of his information, 
bu t say s it is au thentic from an ey e­ 
witness. 
That the Mex ican troops 
shot their prisoners is not d ou bted . 
Many Americans from that v icinity 
hav e come in with the story corrobor­ 
ating first reports. 
at least thirty -fiv e of the six ty d ead 
rebels were shot after they su rren­ 
d ered or had been mad e prisoners.

Dec. 16.—A d ispatch 
from Du rango say s that Prov id encia, 
a small town near there, has been at­ 
tacked by a force of 25 0 rebels, all 
well armed and 
mou nted on good 
horses. 
Trou ble is also reported at 
Dalieza. near Parral. 
Troops are be­ 
ing sent against ti e rebels there. The 
minister of war, in an interv iew, d e­ 
clared tnat the news to the effect that 
the fighting at Gu errero was more or 
less ev en, was absolu tely false, and d e­ 
clared that it was another case of the 
y ellow press attempting to d iscred it 
Mex ico.
